We are ftill as much ‘as ever at a lofs to conjecture 
Buonaparte’s place of deftination ; but it is obvious, 
from the news in the mails, that his defeat at this mo- 
ment would have a wonderful influ:nce on the councils 
and conduct of the powers of Europe. The French 
proceed in the famé fyftem of plander and tyranny 
which has for fome time charaéterifed their aétions in 
Italy and Switzerland.—Thhe natives of thofe countries 
are difguited at their conduct, and the Emperor is 
alarmed at their conqueft. French troops are 
pouring through the Netherlands towards the Rhine, 
and the Imperial armies daily {well in number on the 
Italian and Hlelvetic fiontiers. ‘Armies are formed, 
Generals appointed, fortrefles provifioned; and every 
circumftapce denotes that both fides are preparing for 
wat in the moft earneft manner. In this ftate of things, 
the expedition of Buonaparte is of the utmoft impor- 
tance. Its failure might encourage the Emperor to 
declare war, and Italian and Swifs States to throw off 
the French yoke; and the overthrow of the prefent 
Direétory, and the eftablifhment of a free and juft Go- 
vernment in France, might be one of the happy confe- 
quences of fuch.a change of affairs. 


Should Buonaparte even be able to reach Alexandria 
without being overtaken by Admiral Nelfon, there is 
every reafon to hope, from the nature and conftruction 
of the harbour, that his fleet cannot long remain in it 
with fafety, and that it will ultimately fall into our hands. 
Alexandria in Egypt has a ftrange and ftrong 
appearance on a firft arrival, the buildings looking as 
new {tone in a fortified way, much alike, and all of that 
colour. The ponderous ruins of the old city are at one 
end, and a very. extenfive ca(tle at the other; the top 
of Pompey’s'pillar is feen between each. The fandy 
fhore being level with the fea, you fee nothing of the 
beach till almoft in the harbour, which is very precarious, 
being little fheltered-and very rocky, the bottom fo 
much fo as to make it neceffary to under-run every 
cable, and to moor oppofite the caftle with four, two 
a-head, two a-ftern, lafhed to others as far as your 
anchors are carried, and a buoy of fome fort to each 
lathing. Thus-every cable crofling each other, form 
quite a net, and would employ one fhip’s company two 
days at leaft to anchor 3 but it is a rule to fend from the 
fhips in harbour as many men as can be fpared to aft 
the veffel coming in. It is fo expofed, and there is fo 
much {well fometimes, as to a great confufion and 
diftrefs, the fhips to ftrike lower yards and top-mafts, ' 
and if one anchor draws home, there are often 10 or 
more, as 7 hang on each other, and the only chance 
you have to fave a fhip and cargo is to cut and run out 
to fea. No boats can come off or land at this time, 
nor will the Turks try, as they wih to fee your thip 
loft, in hopes of plunder. ‘There is very little provifion 
to be had of any kind; water is fo {carce you are obliged 
to buy it at a dear rate, and the Turks, if you are not 
mindful, will put in falt water to increafe the profits. — 
The Alexandrians are efteemed the moft thieving fet, 
and the harbour as bad as any in the Mediterranean, 
though there are a number of ships of different gations 
which trade there.

“ Atatime when the American nation is on the 
point of being drawn into the vortex of European war, 
we flatter ourfelves that an addrefs from the Legiflature 
of New Hamphhire will not be unacceptable. Permit 
us, Sit, to exprefs our entire fatisfaction in the wifdom 
and ‘energy of your adminiftration, and that of your 
predeceflor. The unremitted perfeverance which has 
marked your endeavours to adjuft and fettle our difputes 
with France, difplays, in the ftrongeft colours, your 
Although the political fituation of 
this country is diftrefling and alarming ; yet no meafures 
ob your part have been wanting that could honourably 
render it otherwife. We confider the inftructions given 
our Envoys as fufficient and ample for every purpofe of 
honourable and equitable negociation. We feel the in- 
dignity that has been offered them; we feel, with re- 
fentment, the wrongs and injuries done our commerce 
by French depredations. A firmi requeft and dignified 
demand, have not procured redrefs ; and we add, with 
regret, that wé fear the apparent difpofition of the Go- 
vernment of France renders further negociation unne- 
ceflary.. We do not tax ourfélves with ingratitude to 
the French nation ; that debt which we contracted un- 
der the Monarchy of France has been anticipated and 
paid to the Executive Government of that country ;— 
and it will always be recollegted, that we were the firft 
nation to acknowledge the Republic of France. _It is 
with pleafure we contemplate the increafing firmnefs of 
our National Legiflature ; by ution our independence 
can be maintained ; by divifion it is loft for ever. To 
divide and conquer, has been, we are fenfible, too often 
fuccefsfully practiced, to the deftruéction of Governments 
and nations; but we are happy to affure you, that the 
oppofition of the State of New Hampthire to the admi- 
niftration of the Federal Government, is much too con- 
temptible to merit the name of divifion. Although we 
deprecate the evils and f{courges of war, yet, Sir, we more 
fenfibly feel the infults offered the dignity of our coun- 
try.

“ EAST INDIA HOUSE, AUGUST 21. 

“ By a letter received from Mr Tooke, the Eaft In- 
dia Company’s agent at Conftantinople, dated July 23, 
it appears by the report of the Captain of the Port of 
Alexandria, who efcaped from thence to Cyprus, from 
whence he has forwarded a difpatch to Conftantinople, 
that Buonaparte actually difembarked at Alexandria, on 
or about the 8th of July, from 15 to 20,000 men, and 
met with little or no refiitance from the Turks. Buo- 
naparte’s fleet, fhips of war, and tranfports, is {tated to 
be near 300 fail.” 

Government received fimilar accounts from Mr 
Smith, our Chargé d’A ffaires at Conftantinople. 

From thefe accounts there can be little doubt that the 
greateft part of Buonaparte’s fleet has efcaped Admiral 
Nelfon. It is not impoflible, however, that the rear 
divifion may have been overtaken by our fleet, and 
that we may yet receive pleafing intelligence refpecting 
the event.
